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On ANGER 


Our Lord and Savior, when giving us a thorough

‘right’ cheek has received a blow from the striker, 
the inner man also humbly consenting may offer 
its ‘right cheek to be smitten, sympathizing with 
the suffering of the outward man, and in a way 
submitting and subjecting its own body to wrong 
from the striker, that the inner man may not even 
silently be disturbed in itself at the blows.

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SAINT CASSIANA THE MELODIST 
WHOM THE HOLY CHURCH COMMEMORATES ON THE 7™ DAY OF SEPTEMBER 


Saint Cassiana (variantly spelled Cassiani, Cas- 
siane, Eikasia or simply Cassia) was born in Con- 
stantinople some time between 800 and 810AD 
to a noble family. Her father's aristocratic status 
gave her access to a good education. Tutored in 
both secular and sacred studies, she showed such 
an exceptional aptitude as to attract the attention 
of St. Theodore the Studite, who remarked upon 
her pious character. Indeed from an early age she 
desired to become a nun — but was also a spirited 
young woman of strong convictions with no hesi- 
tation to express her opinions. 

Renowned for both her physical beauty and 
brilliant intelligence, she was chosen as one of the 
half-dozen “finalists” in the search of the heir- 
apparent Theophilus for a bride. Gathering for 
the final decision, Theophilus (later to be one of 
the great iconoclastic persecutors) approached 
her with the challenge: 
corruption” (referring to the fall of Eve). Quick- 
witted, St. Cassiana responded, respectfully 


“From woman came 


but firmly, “But also from woman sprang forth 
what is superior” (God's incarnation from the 
new Eve, the holy Virgin). Disconcerted by her 
forthrightness, Theophilus passed her over and 
offered the golden apple, the sign of his choice, to 
the demure and silent Theodora — who suffered 
through her husband's apostasy, but later was to 
be the instrument of the restoration of Orthodoxy 
(see 11 February). Indeed, the Lord's hand was 
apparent. Had the choice fallen upon Cassiana, 
there would have been unbearable conflict, and 
likely far worse. After the death of the empress 
Irene, Theophilus renewed the persecution of the 
Orthodox, venerators of the holy icons. While 
Theodora kept silence, Cassiana could not have 
done so — and indeed did not do so. She openly 
professed the Orthodox veneration of icons, 
visited imprisoned monks, sent them gifts. For her 
defiance of the imperial edict she was persecuted 
and publicly whipped. 

Far from distressed by Theophilus’ rejection, 
she found herself free to join the heavenly 


bridegroom of her choosing. Tonsured a nun 
about 820, she founded a convent on one of 
the seven hills of Constantinople. She not only 
regulated the life of the convent, but also found 


time to pursue her scholarly and literary interests. 
Combining the talents of poet, theologian and 
musician, she wrote many hymns and musical 
settings for them, at least thirty-three of which 
have been incorporated into the official service 
books of the Orthodox Church, identified under 
one of the many variant spellings of her name 
(indeed, she is the only female hymnographer of 
ancient times to be so honored). 

Certainly her best-known hymns are the irmoi 
for the canon of matins of Holy Saturday (repeated 
at the midnight office for holy Pascha), of which 
the ninth begins "Lament Me not, O Mother...," 
which it is almost impossible to sing for the tears 
of compunction those hymns evoke. But perhaps 
her most famous composition is the doxasticon 
of the aposticha at matins of Holy Wednesday, 


a 


in which she establishes a symmetry between the 
woman who was a sinner in the Gospel (Lk 7:37- 
50) and the Fall of Eve (Gen 3:8-11). 

She was no quiet recluse, but indeed a quite 
extraordinarily outspoken woman for her time (or 
perhaps any). "I hate the fool who acts like a phi- 
losopher," she once wrote; with regard to those who 
lacked the courage to confess the Faith she said "I 
loathe silence when it is to time to speak out." 


Living only for God, she reposed in peace 
sometime between 843 and 867AD. 
tounding and sad that we should know so little, 
and with so little accuracy, about the life of this 


It is as- 


extraordinary woman — but perhaps it is a com- 
mentary on her own devotion: clearly, she did 
not live and write in order to become famous, but 


rather in order to glorify God.

Cassiana, great among those whom the Spirit 
hath inspired, doth chant sweet-sounding hymns 
unto God, wherewith she instructeth us in piety 
and guideth us in the ways of repentance, that 
we may worship and glorify Christ our incarnate 
Savior.

Cassiana fill our souls with sweet fragrance, and like 
myrrh and stacte do her excellent hymns perfume 
the Church of Christ, moving all to chant: Glori- 
ously hath He been glorified!

the waters, Thyself suspended upon Golgotha, was 
seized with great awe, crying out: None is holy save 
Thee, O Lord! 

Cassiana’s hymns ever move us to contrition; 
for, hearing them we are filled with great awe, and 
falling down before the Savior Who was crucified 
for our sake, we cry out: None is holy save Thee, 
O Lord! 

All creation is moved to awe, beholding the gift 
of hymnody which the venerable one hath been 
granted by Christ, the preéternal Word of God, 
that she might lead us to cry: None is holy save 
Thee, O Lord! 

Seized and overcome by the fear of God, we 
sinners lift our voices in praise of the great Cassiana, 
who by her compunctionate hymns bringeth us to 
cry aloud unto Christ: None is holy save Thee, O 
Lord! 

Theotokion: She who, according to the promise 
of God, was born to be the Mother of the Redeemer, 
would behold Him uplifted upon the Cross in the 
place of the skull, crying out: None is holy save 
Thee, O Lord!

Resplendent with a mind inspired by the 
Spirit, O blessed and divinely wise Cassiana, thou 
art like a splendid diadem set upon the brow of the 
Church of Christ; for thine all-beauteous hymns 
adorn it like most precious gems.

Irmos: Lament Me not, O Mother, beholding 
in the tomb the Son Whom thou didst conceive 
in thy womb without seed; for I shall arise and 
be glorified, and as God everlasting shall I exalt 
with glory those who magnify thee with faith 
and love. 

In sacred hymnody did Cassiana glorify the 
wondrous Gurius, Samonas and Habib, who with 
the choir of the martyrs welcomed her to the man- 
sions of paradise, wherein they join chorus together 
around the throne of Christ, our eternal God.

WHOM THE CHURCH COMMEMORATES ON THE 11' DAY OF SEPTEMBER 


Our holy father Euphrosynus was born of impov- 
erished peasants, and was raised without an edu- 
cation. Grown, he entered a monastery, donned 
the schema and became a servant of the monks. 
Because of his boorish upbringing, he worked in 
the kitchen as a cook and was derided and belittled 
by all the monks. Nevertheless, he suffered all the 
insults with courage, never loing his composure, 
and his disposition was always calm. Even though 
he was rustic in manner, he was not lacking in 
wisdom as will be clearly illustrated by this story. 

In his monastery there was also a priest, a 
friend of God, who always entreated the Lord 
to reveal to him the type of blessings those who 
love God will receive (in the end). One night the 
priest was sleeping and it appeared to him that he 
was in a certain garden, observing all the beautiful 
foliage with awe and amazement. ‘There he also 
happened to see the monastery’s cook, Euphro- 
synus, who stood in the midst of the garden en- 
joying its many sights. He approached him, and 
asked him what that garden was and what he was 
doing there. And Euphrosynus answered: “The 
garden is for the select people of God.* I was 
deemed worthy by the grace of God to inhabit it.” 
And the priest said to him: “And what are you do- 
ing in the garden?” Euphrosynus answered: “I am 
master over all the vegetation that you see here. I 
rejoice and marvel at its awe-inspiring beauty and 
grace.”

* Tt is noteworthy that St. Gregory the Dialogist describes 
in many parts of his Zetrabiblos the rewards that those 
people who love God shall receive. They are beyond any- 
thing we can imagine, and there is no resemblance between 
them and the earthly rewards. In this respect St. Paul states, 
“But as it is written, ‘Eye hath not seen nor ear heard, nei- 
ther have entered into the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for those who love Him’.” (I Cor. 2:9) 


The priest said to him: “Is it possible for 
you to give me one of the fruits of the garden?” 
Euphrosynos answered: “Yes, you shall receive 
all of them by the grace of my God.” ‘The priest 
pointed to some apples and asked him to give him 
a sample or two. Euphrosynus took the apples 
and put them in the priest’s overcoat, and said: 
“Behold, enjoy these apples as you have requested.” 
At that moment the symandron sounded so that 
the fathers would be roused for matins. ‘The priest 
awoke and, though he thought that the vision 
he saw was a dream, he put his hand inside his 
overcoat and — lo the miracle! He actually found 
the apples. He marveled at their fragrance and 
stood motionless for a long time. 

Then he went to Church and saw Euphrosyn- 
us standing there. He took him to the side and 
compelled him under oath to tell him where he 
had been that night. Euphrosynus said to him: 
“Forgive me, father. I went nowhere at night. 
Only now I have come to the service.” And the 
priest said: “For this I have bound you by oath 


so that the wonders of God may become known. 
So why don’t you tell the truth?” Then the meek 
Euphrosynus answered: “I was there, O father, 
in the midst of God’s rewards, which those who 
love God shall receive, and which you wished to 
see for a long time. There you saw me, too, par- 
taking of the fruits of that garden. God wished 
to teach you concerning the rewards of the righ- 
teous; so He worked such a miracle through me, 
the humble one. The priest said: “And which of 
the fruits of the garden did you give me, O father 
Euphrosynus?” He answered: “The beautiful and 
delightful apples which you have placed in your 
bed. But father, forgive me, for | am but a worm 
and not a man.” 

Afterwards the priest told of the vision to 
all the brethren, who were so uplifted that they 
marveled, inspired to be more virtuous and 
zealous. Meanwhile, the blessed Euphrosynus, 
avoiding the praise of men, left the monastery in 
secret for a distant land and was never seen again. 
Those who ate those apples were healed of their 
infirmities.
